VILLAGE ANCHITECTURE. 

The architecture ‘of the Chinese has bean 
compendioualy.ond porhaps not inaccurately 
described, as consisting essentially of two 
sticke placed upright, with a third laid 
across them at the top, The shape of | 
Qhincso roofz, howover thoy mny vary 
among theuisolves, suggests the tent as the 
prime model, though, as Dr Williams and 
others have remarked, there is no proof of 
any connection batween the Ohinasa roof 
and the tent. Owing to the national re- 
Iuctance to erect lofty buildings, almust 
all Chinese cities present an appearance of 
monotonona uniformity, greatly in con- 
trast with the ciew to bo had in other 
lands of largo citics, If Chinese cities aro 
thus uninviling in thoir aspect, the traveller 
raust uot expect to find anythiug in the 
country village to gratify his aesthetic 
sensy.

VILLAGE ROADS, . 
Tho contracted quartets. in which the 
Chinese ive, compel them to-do. most. of 
thoir work in the ‘streot, Evon in those 
cities which are provided with but the nar- 
rowest passages, these slender avenues nro} 
porpetually choked by the’ prasence of pe- 
ripatetic vondora of avery article that is 
sald, and by peripatetic craftsmen, whe 
have no other shop than tho atrect. The 
butcher, the baker, the candlestick-maker, 
and hundrods of other workmen na well, have 
their representatives. in porpotnal motion, 
to the infinite impediment of travel. The 
widor the streat, the more the uses to which 
it can be put, so that travel in the wide 
streots of Peking, is often as difficult as 
travel in the narrow alloys of Canton, Ap 
‘ imporial highway’ in China isnot ono which 
is kopt in order by the Emperor, but rather 
one which may have to bo put in order for 
the Emporor, All eush highways, might 
rather bo called low-ways, for as they are 
never repaired, they soon become incom- 
parsbly worse than no toad at all. 
‘Ti thia in true of the great lines of travel 
over the ompire, we must not expect to 


doctrine of political economy. Each road 18, 
simply a forced contribution on the part of 
the owner of the laid, to the general wel- 
‘avo. It ia so much available spaca on 
which he is, compelled to pay taxes.and from 
which he gets no more good than any 
ane else, Hach land-owner will, therefore 
throw the rond on the edgo of his Innd, so’ 


not one in which villagora would toko any 
interest. Tho houses aro generally placed 
on the north end of the space reserved oa 
6 court-yard, so as to face the south, and if 
additional structures are needed, thay ara 
ploced at right angles to the main ono, a0 08 
to face east and weat. If the premiasa aro 
large, the front wall of tho yard is formad 
by another hotso, similar to tho gue in 
the rear, and like it having side buildings. 
However numerous or however wealthy 
the family, this is tho normal type of a 
dwelling, In citica, this ‘ype is groatly 
modified-by the exigencies of the contract- 
‘ed space at disposal, but in the country it 
rules supreme. The frame-work of the 
houso is supported by posts, no matter 
what tho material of which tha house is 
built, and this material is regarded as 
merely a filling, The numerativo of Chi- 
nese houses is 3 word which denotes 
division, signifying not 8 rodm, bat rathor 
such a part of a dwelling sa can con- 
veniontly be ombracod in timbers of one 
length. As these timbers are seldom very 
large or very long, as used in private 
houses, one division of a house will not 
often exceed ten or twelve fect in length, 
by alittle lose width from front to back. 
An ordinary house will compriso throe of 
these divisions, though there may be but 
one partition, forming one double and one 
single room. Thera ia nn ceiling, and tho 
roof which is usually not lofty, is in full 
‘view. All the doors ate made with two 

‘+ Jeaves, projections above and below, like 

. pins, serving as the hinges. Thore is a 
movable door-sill, out of which a small 
holo is often cut, to admit of entrance and 
exit for the dogs and cats. Such doora 
eannot be tightly closed, for the rado 
workmanship und the unequal shrinkage 
of the wood always rendor it easy to. see 
through the many cracks. 

Almost all parta of the eighteen provinces 
are very hot in aummer, but it is by no 
means certain that a back door will bo 
found .opening opposite the front one, 
though this is common in some regions, To 
this is, however, opposed the Chineso in- 
stinet, which dislikes tegilarity of this aort, 
as wafavorable to good luck, which explains 
the fact that in so many cities the gates are 
carcficlly placed so as not to be opposite. By 
this means bad epirits are au pposed to receive 
somq kind of check. Zhe wooden grating, 
which doos duty aso. window, is built jnto 
tho wall, for ‘security against thieves, and 
is covered, aven in tha heat of summer, 
with a quantity of oiled paper. Doors do 
got open directly from dwelling Houses to 
‘the stroat, and if there aro any windows on 
the street sido of the house, they are very 
small, and very high. Just inside the door, 
is built the adobe aupport for the cooking- 
boiler, the Istter shaped like a saucer and 
mode very thin in order to economize fuel 
to the utmost. In all the rogions where 
provisiozi ia to bo modo for heating the 
Toon, it ig done by conducting the amoke 
from this primitive range, through a com- 
plicated set of flues, under the divan galled 
a Vang which serves es 8 bed, and which 
is merely an arrangement of adobe. bricks. 
Qn the end of the K'ang are piled tho 
bod-quilts of tho household and whatever 
trunks or boxes they may be eble to 
boast, for this is tho only part of the 
dwelling - which is not likely to be 
damp. As the fire is so pear to” the 
outer door, where dtafte are strong;as tho 
flues are very likely to get out of order, and 
there are no chimneys on thé roof worthy 
of tho name, it is-inevitable that the smoke 
sbould be distributed throughout the build. 
ring with the greateal impartizlity, often 


forming s coating of creosote an’ inch. or- 


more in’ thickness, Above the cooking- 
range is fastoned.tho image of the kitchen- 
god, supposed to. baa deification of Chang 
‘Kung, an ancient worthy who was able to 
Jive in perfest peace, althaugh five geners- 
tions simultaneously inhabited the samo 
yard, ven his hundred dogs wore x0 pa- 
lite az to wait for-anothor, if any one was 
late st ameal, Ali this was achieved ‘by 
means of * Forbearance,’ and the reigning 
emperor was so atruck by’ the unique apec- 
tecle of this happy family, that he -had

But ag the pieces of 
land which ho happens to own may bo and 
generally are of miscellanooys lengths, the 
toad will wind around so ag to accow- 
modate the prejudices of tho owner in 
thie particular, which explains tho fact 
‘thas in travelling on village roads it is 
often necessary to go a great distance 
ta reach a place not for off An or- 
dinary toad is only wide onongh for one 
vehicle, but oa it in often necessary for 
carts to paas one another, thia can only be 
done by trespassing on the crops, to prevent 
which the farmer digs deep ditches along 
hia land, rcaembling gas-mains. Each fur- 
ter struggles to protect his own land, but 
whon he drives his own cart, ho too becomes 
a.‘ trespasser,’ thus o state of chronic and 
immitigable warfare is established, for 
which thero is absolutely no remedy. The 
occidental plan of setting sparta strip of 
land, of uniform width, free from taxes and 
owned by “the stite, the grade of, which 
ahall ba definite, is utterly beyond the 
comprehension of any Chinese. Where 
jand is valuable, and is all private proper- 
ty, road repairs are out of the question, 
There is uo soil to repair with, aud without 
repair, the roads soon rench a condition 
beyond tho reuch of any repairs. Cunstant 
travel compresses and hardens the aoil, 
making it lower than tho adjacent fields, 
perpetual attrition- grinds the earth into 
banks, which by heavy gatea ara blown in 
the form uf thick dust on the ficlde, 

In tho rainy season, the flelds are drained 
inte the read, which at auch times is con- 
atantly under water. A slight change of 
level allows the water to eacape into nome 
still lower ruad, and thus o current is set 
up, which becomes firsts brouk, and then a 
rushing torrent, constantly wearing out its 
bed. This process repeated for decades 
and for conturies, turns the read into a 
canal, several feet below the level of the 
fields, It ia a proverb that a rond a 
thousand years old, becomes o river, just. 
as daughter-in-law of many years stand. 
ing, gradually ‘simmors into a mothor-in- 
law.’ By the time the road has sunk:to 
the level of a few feot below the adjacent 
land, itis liable to be wholly useless as o 
thoroughfare, Itisy canal, but it can neither 
be navigated nor cross) Jntercourse be- 
tween contiguous villages lying along a com- 
mon ‘highway,’ is ofteu for weoks together 
entirely interrupted. The water drained from 
the land, often carries with it largo arona of 
valuable anil, leaving in its place a yawning 
chasm. When tho water sub:iden, the owner’ 
of the land sallies out to see what haa be- 
come of this section of his farm. It has 
been dissolved an tha canal, bui if the 
owner cannot find that particular earth 
he can find other earth juat as good, 
Wherever. the tight’ seit called loam, or 
‘loces’ ig. found, it splits with a vertical 
cleavage, leaving high banks on each side 
of arentiin the earth. To repair these, 
the owner takes the soil which he ueeds 
from a pit excavated: by the side of the 
toad, or more probably from the road it- 
self, which may thus in « single season be 
lowered & foot or moro in depth. 1¢ is all 
hie land, and why should ‘he not take it? 
Tf the public wish to use ‘a road, and do 
not find this one satisfactory, then let the 
pablic go somewhere alse.

THE CHARGE WGA POLICE 
. SERGEANT DUNCAN. ..- 

‘This case was again before Mr“Pollock in 
the Police Court this morning. 

Mr Caldwell, who appeared for tho do- 

fonee, said he did not proposo to call any 
additional evidence, but would prococd to 
address his Worabip for the defonce, Ho 
submitted in tho first place that it had not 
been proved in evidenco that the regulations 
andor which the defendant was oharged 
had received tho sanction of. tho Governor 
in Council oa required by Ordinaneo 14 of 
1887. On this point he quoted the ro- 
marks of Chief Justice Phillippo in the caso 
of Regina ». Wong On and others, in which 
tha Magistrate's decision was reveracd on 
appeal on thia vary ground, and with rofer~ 
ence to which the Chief Juatico said the 
Court could not sco its way to removing 
the objection that ‘the regulations under 
which tho -defondants were prose. 
cuted were not proved in evidence.” 
He simply folt it his-duty to take this ob- 
jection, and he further said that it must bo 
Lshown that the sanction and approval muat 
have been given since the date of the pas- 
aing of 14 of 1887, inasmuch as it was by 
that Ordinance, sections 19 and 20, that this 
approval and sanction were required. 
. Bis Worship said it waa quite apparent 
that the regulationa were under that Ordin- 
ance and they must have received tho sanc- 
tion of tho Governor. 

Mr Caldwell: soid ho simply took thie 
technical objection and left it with his 
Worship te decide, 

Bis Worship—The official copy which 
has been handed to ma has the Government 
stamp upon it with the signaturs of Guneral 
Cameron on the faco of it. . 

Mr Caldwell—The words used by the 
Chief Instics in the case T have referred to 
were ‘ proved in evidence.’ :

IN ORIMINAL SESSIONS. 
(Before Hon, James Russell, deting Chief 


Justice.) 
Thursday, Sept. 27, , 
CONSPIRACY TO DEFRAUD AN 
INSURANOE COMPANY. 

The monthly Criminal Scesions wero 
resimed to-day, when tho trial of Chung 
Ohi, Choo Kai, Tong ¥in-und Li Yak, 
on a charge of conspimmcy to defraud 
the Straits Fire Ensurance Company, Li- 
mited, by means of arson, “was proceeded 
with. 

Mr ‘Francia, Q.0., instructed by Mr 
Stokes, appeared for the prosscntion ; and 
Mr Robinann, instructed by Mr Hastings 
(of Mesara Wotton and Deacon's oflics), for 
the defence. Tho jury ware:—Mesars J.

* fho evidence for the prosecution waa 
concluded about noon to-day, 

Mr Robinaon in cpening the defence aaid 
that if the defendants had tho advantage of 
boing represented by two counsel, it might 
have been expedient to make different de- 
fenees for the threa fokis and the mastor.of 
the shop, He, however, did not mean to 
take this course, It was a peculiar way in 
which the prosecution hud boen bronght; 
and it compelled tho defenco to fight an 
insurance cage and an arson ease at the 
same ‘time.

CHINESE CHARACTERISTICS. 


FLEXISLE LN¥LEXUBILITY. 

Tt has been already remarked that the 
first knowledge which we acquire of the 
Chinese, is derived from our servants. 
Unconscionsty ‘to themselves, and not al- 
waya to our satisfaction, they are our 
earlivat teachers in the native character, 
meaning by that phrase not ideoyraphs but 
disposition, and the lessons thus learned we 
often find it hard to forgat. But in pro- 
portion as our experience of the Chincsa 
becomes broad, we discover that the con- 
clusions to which woe had boon inseasibly 
impelled by our dealings witha very narrow 
cirelé of servants, are strikingly confirmed

Tho despatch comes op- 
portunely as an illustration of the viawa 
which we have been recently sotting 
forth in these columns as to the possibility 
of doing good business with Russia, if anly 
we substitute friondsbip. for bullyragging 
and treat Russia us a neighbour with whom 
wo wish to be on yuod terms, instead of a 


by our wider knowledge, for there is o 
sensa in which avery Chinesa may bo said 
to boan opitome of the whole race. Tho 
particular characteristic with which we have 
now to deal, although nut altogether satia- 
factorily described by the parndoxical title 
which seems to comes nearest to an adequate 
-expression, can easily be madeintelligibie by 
very slight description. OF all the servants 
employed in ao foreign establishment - in 
China, thero is no one who so entirely holds 
the peace of tho household in the hollow of 
his hands os the couk. His aspect is the 
personification of deference, as he ia told 
by his n¢iv mistress what are the methods 
which she wishea him to employ, and what 
methods she most emphatically docs not 
wish employed. To all that is laid down as 
the rule of the establishment, he assonts 
with a cordiality which is preposseasing, not 
to say winning. He is, for example, ex- 
preasly warned that the late cook had a dis- 
apreeable habit of putting the bread into 
the oven, before it was auitably raised, and 
that 2s this ia one of the details on which a 
mistress feels bound to insist, he and his 
mistress parted. To this the candidate 
responds cheerfully, showing that whatever 
his other faults may be, obstinacy dues 
not seem te be one of them. He is told 
that dogs, loafers and smoking will not 
be tolerated in the kitchen, to which 
he roplics that he hates dogs, has never 
learned to smoke, and being a com- 
parativo stranger has but few friends in the 
City, and none of them are loafers, After 
these preliminarics, his duties begin, and 
it is but a few days, before jt ig discavered 
that this cook ig & species of “blood bro- 
thor” of the ligt ove, in the item of imper- 
feetly risen bread, that thera ig an wnac- 
countable number of persona eoming to and 
departing from the kitchen, many of them 
aceampanied by doga; and that a not, very

Permanent asasta af tho - establishment, 
The cook cordially admits that the bread ig 
not quite equal to his best, but that is not 
due to_imperfoct kneading, he is sure of 
that, He is particular on that point, The 
strangers seen in the kitchen, are ‘certain 
‘yard brothers’ of fhe poplin bat none. of 
them had doga, aud they gra all gone now 
ang will not retarn—though they are seen 
agala ‘next day. Nat one of the servanis 
ever smokes, snd ihe odour must have 
come over the wall from the establishment 
of a man in the Customs, whose 
servants aré dreadful smokers, The 
cook. is the personification of yeason- 
ablenegs, but as there ig nothing to 
change, he dogs not know how to. change 
it, Tho game state of things holds’ with 
tho coolio, who ig set to cut the gross witha 
foreignsickle, bright ond sharp. He receives 
it with » amile of approval, und is seen latar 
in the day, doing the work with a Chinese 
reaping meohine, which is na bit of old iron 
about four inches ia length, fitted toa short 
handle. ‘The old,’ he secs to aay, ‘is 
better.’ The washerman is. provided with 
a foreign waghing machine, which econo- 
miseg tino, noup, dabour, and most of all 
theolovhing to be washed. Ho is furnish- 
with s patent wringer, which requires 
no strength, and does not damage: the 
fabrica. The washing machine and tho 
wringer ate alike suffered to relapse inta 
fiaoguous deauotude,” and ‘yy washer 
man coninids t2 Seruh and wrencly tho 
garmenty into holes and shreds, as in 
former days. Eternal vigilance is the 
price at. which innovations of this nature 
are to ba defended.
